We  expect  to  harvest  2,160  acres  from  cane  we 
estimate  will  produce  20,879  tons  of  sugar  for  us.

This  is  the  second  heaviest  rainfall  that  has  been  recorded  at  this  Kahuku  Sta- 
tion. In  1927  the  highest  rainfall  was  experienced.  Although  the  additional  rain- 
fall caused  us  some  problems  during  harvesting  last  year,  I  an  sure  it  will  insure 
us  a  better  crop  in  the  years  to  come. 


FIELD  DEPARTMENT 


During  December  and  through  most  part  of  January  the  field  was  concerned  with 
maintenance  and  clearing  of  new  land.  Maintenance  of  store?,  daj.age,  cleaning  of  dit- 
ches and  pushing  cane  occupied  most  of  the  time  of  the  people  in  the  field  depart- 
ment. Vie   have  been  clearing  some  land  in  and  around  Field  25  and  have  also  cleared 
and  prepared  the  Kanno  pasture  area  across  from  Malaekahana  Bay.  The  toial  cane 
l3nd  we  should  realize  from  this  ci^nring  should  amount  to  approximately  75  acres. 
During  1963  the  field  department  plowed  and  planted  a  total  of  353  ceres  of  new  land. 
As  of  this  date,  the  total  area  und^r  cultivation  in  Kahuku  is  4,369.

FEBRUARY  -  1964 


The  ic*lantation  began  its  harvest  of  the  1%4  crop  on  Monday,  February  17th. 
Due  to  the  unusually  dry  weather  for  the  month  of  February  the  harvesting  rrogressed 
very  well.  The  necessary  changes  and  modifications  to  the  factory  have  worked  out 
very  well  and  we  have  had  one  of  the  best  grinding  months  that  we  have  had  in  a 
long  time. 
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For  the  month  we  harvested  a  total  of  89.00  acres.  We  exoect  to  harvest  some 
t879  tons  of  sugar  this  year  from  aporoximately  2tl69  acres.

Temperatures  for  the  month  were  considerably  below  the  maximum  temperatures  of 
1963  but  interesting  enough  between  four  and  five  degrees  higher  as  compared   to 
1963  for  minimum  temperatures. 


FIELD  DEPARTMENT 


During  February  the  additional  new  land  that  was  cleared  has  been  planted  and 
the  irrigation  system  installed.  Annroximately  54  acres  of  new  land  has  been  put 
into  cane  as  of  the  end  of  February.  Me  have  increased  our  total  area  in  cane 
to  4,445  acres. 

Most  of  the  month  was  spent  in  olowing,  planting,  and  removing  the  irrigation 
system  from  Field  21.  With  the  Pump  30  water  that  has  been  used  in  the  pinearnle 
arsa  it  is  now  possible  to  irrigate  the  former  Pump  9  area  with  considerable  more 
wa.'.or.  This  made  it  necessary  to  eliminate  the  small  flumes  and  install  larger 
ditches.  Also  at  this  time  several  harvest  roads  were  nut  in  to  allow  us  to  har- 
vest in  the  Field  P-A  and  i^-B  areas. 


Our  Spraying  is  just  about  caught  up  and  the  men  Mill  be  used  to  help  in  the 
planting  operation. 

'^  Irrigation  received  maximum  attention  for  the  month  of  February  due  to  the  dry 
month  and  high  winds.

For  the  month  of  April  we  harvested  a  total  of  239.71  acres  versus  75.25  acres 
harvested  during  the  same  month  in  1963,   To  date  this  year  we  have  harvested  a 
total  638.01  acres.  From  this  acrieage  harvested  we  have  produced  5,903  tons  of 
cugar.  IVe  are  running  at  present  slightly  under  estimate  due  in  part  to  the  lower 
thnn  estimated  cane  tonnage.

With  the  additional  work  that  we  have  to  cavry 
cr  this  becomes  almost  an  impossibility.  Hereafter,  except  for  cases  when  sor/aone 
is  ill  or  has  made  previous  arrangements  with  his  supervisor,  all  pay  checlv's  t-i^t 
ha\/e  not  been  delivered  to  employees  will  be  returned  to  the  main  office  and  \i  rot 
rlci  Tied  within  24  hours  will  be  mailed  tos  the  various  employees.  The  l?s'  pay 
per-od  t.'^is  was  in  effect  and  all  pay  checks  were  distributed  within  24  hours  so 
theie  seems  to  be  no  problem. 


VANDALISM 

The  May  7th  edition  of  the  WACO  NEWS  featured  the  following  headline  -  "KAPU*  - 
ONLY  AUTHORIZED  PERSONNEL  ON  PRE^iISES  AFTER  WORK  HOURS".  The  following  is  a  quota- 
tion from  this  Waialua  Agricultural  Company  publication: 

"Increased  vandalism  and  pilferage  have  made  it  necessary  to  tighten  security 
practices  on  the  plantation, 

"Sometime  back,  unknown  persons  tampered  with  the  control  gates  of  the  Opaeula 
1  reservoir  and  the  inflow  flooded  out  the  preparatory  work  for  the  lining  of  the 
outlet  pipe.  Equipment  in  the  area  were  scattered  and  a  truck  belonging  to  the  lin- 
ing contractor  was  damaged, 

"Fifteen  gashes  about  half-an-inch  long  discovered  on  the  fibridam  at  the  VJa- 
hiawa  reservoir  last  month  were  attributed  to  vandals.  Tires  were  stolen  from  the 
raillyard.  Flumes  were  broken  in  the  concrete  yard,  office  plants  had  been  destroy- 
ed. These  acts  and  many  others  that  have  been  unreported  can  no  longer  be  violated. 

"In  order  to  try  to  prevent  further  vandalism,  thievery  and  fire,  the  company 
is  adopting  more  positive  measures  including  regular  patroling  of  premises  by  com- 
pany personnel  and  the  police". 

In  the  last  few  months  Kahuku  Plantation  has  suffered  extensive  damage.  We  dis- 
covered .22  calibre  bullets  lodged  in  the  side  of  our  overhead  sprinklers,  we  have 
discovered  ,22  calibre  bullet  markings  on  the  coverings  of  our  brand  new  pump  in  the 
Field  21  reservoir,  some  vandals  broke  all  of  the  dials  and  generally  created  prob- 
lems by  throwing  dirt  and  oil  all  over  our  brand  new  D-8  tractor  which  cost  us 
$55,000.00,  In  addition  to  this  the  Canpbell  Estate  has  had  extensive  damage  to 
their  Kawela  Bay  water  system.  As  soon  as  the  motor  was  repaired  someone  again 
broke  the  meter  causing  further  damage.  These  and  other  heedless  acts  if  not  stopp- 
ed soon  will  cause  Kahuku  to  go  to  the  same  measures  that  Waialua  has  installed.  If 
ti.e  acts  of  vandalism  continue  against  the  Con|>any  it  may  be  necessary  to  install 
such  a  program, 

I  hope  that  all  enployees  of  this  conpany,  if  you  see  outsiders  in  our  area, 
report  it  to  the  company  immediately. 


UNSAFE  CESSPOOLS 


A  recent  article  in  the  newspaper  made  all  of  us  aware  of  the  potential  death 
trap  of  old  abandoned  cesspools.  Any  employee  who  has  knowledge  of  unsafe  cestpocls 
in  or  around  the  plantation  canps  should  report  it  at  once  to  the  coiH)any  for  reme- 
dial action,

OPERATIONS 


JUNE  -  1964 


For  the  month  we  harvested  245  acres  froio  which  we  produced  2*162  tons  of  96^ 
suggr.  To  date  this  year  we  have  harvested  i,249  acres  and  produced  11,686  tons  of 
i-uyar.  At  this  point  we  are  running  approximately  247  tons  of  sugar  under  our  ori- 
Ginal  estimate.  To  date  this  year  our  sugar  per  acre  is  9.36  con|)ared  with  the  same 
period  of  last  year  where  it  was  9.50.  We  have  corrpleted  approximately  53  percent 
of  our  scheduled  harvesting  area  and  estimate  that  we  will  finish  our  crop  sometime 
the  middle  of  October. 


37  BOYS  HIRED  TO  DO  SUMMER  WORK 


Thirty  seven  boys  have  started  their  summer  work  -  23  boys  will  be  assigned  to 
do  field  work  and  the  balance  of  14  will  go  to  the  carpenter  shop.  The  boys  that 
are  assigned  to  the  carpenter  shop  will  be  doing  outside  painting  and  roof  staining 
around  the  canp.  Some  of  the  boys  will  be  assisting  the  carpenters.  34  of  the  37 
boys  has  had  previous  summer  work  experience,  two  boys  are  going  into  their  5th  year. 
The  boys  are  being  paid  $1,73  an  hour. 


CLUBHOUSE  GETS  FACE  LIFTED 


More  than  30  volunteers  turned  out  on  Saturday,  June  27th,  to  spruce  up  the 
Plantation  Clubhouse  with  a  fresh  coat  of  paint.  The  Kahuku  Supervisors*  Club  who 
spearheaded  the  paint  project  reported  that  members  from  the  Kahuku  Golf  Club,  Judo 
Club,  and  the  Latter  Day  Saints  were  among  those  participating.  Lunch  was  donated 
by  the  Supervisors'  Club,  cold  drinks  for  the  occasion  were  donated  by  S,  Tanaka 
Store,  Kahuku  Super  Market  and  the;  Koolauloa  Lions  Club. 


JUST  A  REMINDER 


A  quick  tour  around  the  plantation  camp  revealed  that  many  new  buildings  are  be- 
ing  built  without  getting  prior  approval  of  the  Conpany.  This  is  a  violation  of 
company  policy  and  can  result  in  some  unhappiness  for  those  that  may  be  asked  to 
tear  down  their  building.  This  policy  was  adopted  not  as  a  restrictive  measure  to 
prevent  people  from  building,  but  to  have  an  orderly  and  uniform  building  program.

BOILING  HOUSE  TO  AUTOMATE  LOW  GRADE  l\iACHINES 


The  Directors  of  Kahuku  Plantation  Conpany  approved  the  expenditure  of  $71,000 
to  replace  the  existing  low  grade  centrifugals  with  what   is  known  in  the  industry  as 


the  "Continuous  Centrifugals".  These  machines  which  represents  the  largest  single 
expenditure  in  more  than  25  years  will  be  fully  automatic  and  will  not  require  any 
men  to  operate  it,  Mr.  Trotter,  in  explaining  the  new  machine  to  both  supervisors 
and  bargaining  unit  employees  said  that  no  one  will  be  laid  off  as  a  result  of  the 
new  machines.  We  will  have  enough  jobs  for  everyone  by  vacancies  created  by  those 
retiring.  The  eight  machines  which  are  in  use  at  the  present  time  was  bought  and 
installed  in  1942  and  is  beginning  to  cause  maintenance  and  safety  problems.  Other 
features  of  the  new  machines  that  are  worthy  of  note  is  the  fact  that  it  will  re- 
quire only  three  machines  instead  of  eight  that  we  now  have,  and  will  be  powered  by 
a  smaller  motor  which  will  require  less  Kilowatts  to  operate.  The  company  expects 
the  new  machines  to  be  in  operation  by  the  1965  grinding  season.

Summer  in  Hawaii  means  more  swimming  for  thousands  of  vacationers  and  children 
no  longer  in  school.  Swimming  is  a  healthful  exercise  and  enjoyable  when  you  use 
common  sense  precautions. 

Protect  your  ears  and  nose.  Infections  of  the  nose  and  throat  can  be  made  worse 
or  spread  into  sinuses  or  ears  by  swimming.  Skin  diving  or  SCUBA  diving  when  your 
nose  is  congested  can  lead  to  damaged  ears  and  sinuses.  Swimming  in  stagnant  water 
can  result  in  infected  car  canals. 

Cuts  or  scrapes  (coral,  glass,  etc.)  suffered  in  the  ocean  are  easily  infected. 
They  should  be  vigorously  cleansed  and  treated  to  prevent  this  infection.  Stay  out 
of  the  ocean  until  large  cuts  or  scrapes  heal.

WEATHER 


Total  rainfall  for  the  month  of  August,  1964  was  1,33  inches  compared  with  .49 
inches  in  August  of  1963.  Total  rainfall  to  date  amounts  to  19*22  inches  as  compar- 
ed with  53.77  inches  through  August  of  1963.   Temperature  conditions  do  not  vary  a 
gveat  deal  from  last  year,  by  and  large  maximum  temperatures  have  run  about  the  same 
a^;  the  previous  year.  However,  our  sunlight  exposure  has  been  considerably  greater 
t^is  year  than  it  was  last  year  and  what  that  amounts  to  is  the  total  hours  of  sun- 
light. Rainfall  in  our  dryland  areas  ranged  from  a  low  of  2.33  in  the  R  fields  to 
3.26  in  the  Laie  dryland  area. 


1964  CROP 


Through  August  30,  1964  we  have  produced  17,152,48  tons  of  %  degree  sugar. 
This  is  approximately  212.24  tons  of  sugar  under  our  original  estimate.  For  the 
same  period  we  have  produced  4,659.21  tons  of  molasses  which  is  approximately  580,42 
tons  of  molasses  under  our  original  estimate.  This  sugar  and  molasses  has  come  from 
the  harvesting  of  1,803.15  acres.  We  have  365.23  acres  left  to  harvest.  To  date 
our  cane  yields  are  still  under  estimate  by  5.83  tons  of  cane  per  acre  and  our  sugar 
per  acre  is  under  estimate  by  .12  tons  sugar  per  acre.  Our  tons  cane  per  ton  sugar 
however  is  .50  better  than  we  had  estimated.  If  we  do  not  go  under  estimate  any 
further  from  now  until  the  end  of  the  crop  we  should  con^lete  this  year's  crop  with 
approximately  20,700  tons  of  96  degree  sugar.  We  estimate  the  end  of  our  grinding 
season  to  be  about  the  15th  of  October, 


ADULT  EDUCATION  PROGRAMS 


In  an  effort  to  get  the  citizenry  of  the  Koolauloa  district,  from  Kaaawa  to  Sun- 
set Beach,  interested  in  Adult  Education,  a  meeting  of  representatives  and  School 
Principals  of  the  five  different  areas  was  called  on  August  12,  1964.  Mr.  James  Le- 
vine,  a  Director  of  Adult  Education  from  the  Department  of  Education  spoke  at  the 
meeting  held  at  Hauula  School.  Mr.  Ronald  Glenn,  a  Professor  at  the  Church  College 
of  Hawaii  was  designated  as  District  Coordinator  for  the  Adult  Education  Program, 
district  membership  chairmen  were  also  selected  at  this  meeting.  The  Chairman's 
primary  function  will  be  to  organize  a  campaign  to  encourage  people  in  their  area  to 
cign  up  for  adult  education  courses' to  upgrade  their  present  skills  or  to  learn  new 
£Vills,  Skills  such  as  Arithmetic,  English,  or  other  basic  elementary  skills  and 
training  for  U.S. Citizenship  courses. will.be  free.  Courses  in  cooking,  sewing,  home 
mcc:;hanics,  ceramics  and  many  others  will  be  offered  on  a  fee  basis.  For  those  who 
failed  to  get  a  high  school  diploros  this  would  be  a  good  chance  to  get  one.  Regis- 
tration for  the  different  classes  will  begin  on  September  14th.  It  will  be  opened 
for  one  week.

1964  CHOP 


Through  the  end  of  September  we  are  455,76  tons  of  sugar  under  our  original  es- 
timate of  20,879  tons.  To  this  date  we  have  manufactured  18,979,93  tons  of  sugar. 
This  sugar  has  come  from  L61,686  tons  of  net  cane.  In  order  to  obtain  this  cane  and 
sugar  we  harvested  2,040.60  acres  of  land.  Our  sugar  yield  to  date  this  year  is 
9.30  tons  sugar  per  acre.  We  anticipate  that  our  grinding  will  be  completed  some- 
time the  week  of  October  12th,  We  have  approximately  160  acres  of  cane  left  to 
harvest. 


WEATHER 


For  the  month  of  September,  total  rainfall  at  the  Kahuku  Weather  Station  was 
3,16  inches  compared  to  2,31  inches  in  September  of  1963.   To  date  this  year  we 
have  had  22.38  inches  of  rain  as  conpared  to  58,39  inches  of  rain  through  September, 
1963,  a  decrease  of  36.01  inches.   For  our  dryland  areas  Laie  received  a  maximum  of 
4.62  inches  and  Lot  R  received  2.43  inches.   For  the  month,  minimum  and  maximum  tem- 
peratures remained  unchanged  over  September  of  1963. 


X-RAY  UNIT  TO  VISIT  KAHUKU 


The  State  Department  of  Health  announced  that  its  mobile  x-ray  unit  will  visit 
Kahuku  on  October  20  and  21.  The  unit  will  be  stationed  in  front  of  Kahuku  Theatre 
between  the  hours  of  2:00  p.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  on  October  20th  and  between  the  hours 
of  10:00  a.m.  and  12:00  noon  on  the  21st,  This  is  an  annual  service  provided  by  the 
Department  of  Health  to  the  public  at  no  charge  as  a  part  of  its  continuous  fight 
against  tuberculosis.  All  citizens  in  and  around  Kahuku  are  urged  to  visit  the  x- 
ray  unit  during  their  two  day  stop  over. 


OLD  HOUSES  NEEDED  FOR  FLUMES 


For  many  years  now  the  Plantation  has  been  using  the  better  lumber  from  con- 
demned houses  to  repair  flumes  and  in  some  cases  other  houses.   This  results  in 
considerable  savings  to  the  Con^any  in  material  and  allows  it  to  use  most  of  its 
new  lumber  for  house  repairs.  Recently  the  carpenters  who  had  begun  to  salvage 
lumber  from  the  old  Pukahi  house  in  the  Main  Camp  reported  that  somebody  had  taken 
a  considerable  amount  of  lumber,  resulting  in  monetary  loss  for  the  Conpany.    It 
should  be  pointed  out  that  going  into  these  old  houses  is  a  very  dangerous  practice. 
There  is  always  a  chance  of  the  roof  collapsing,  and  those  people  taking  the  lumber 
can  be  prosecuted.  Mr.  Trotter  said  that  he  would  be  very  happy  to  give  away  the 
old  lumber  for  firewood  after  the  Company  had  taken  what  it  needed.  Anyone  in  need 
of  firewood  should  check  with  Bernard  Corpus.

The  co;nbination  matches-smoking  and  misuse  of  electricity  account  for  40  percent 
of  all  fires  of  known  o-:igin;  therefore,  home  fire  prevention  should  start  at  these 
danger  spots.  The  following  precautions  will  reduce  hazards:  (1)  Never  smoke  in  b_ed 
(2)  Keep  matches  away  from  children.  (3)  Have  plenty  of  ash  trays.  (4)  Keej3j^q'i£ 
ho'.ise  clear  of  rubbish.  (5)  Don't  overload  electrical  outlets.  (6)  Don*t  r  ju  (>';/  \s 
ur.gr  rugs.  (7)  Check  your  home  before  going  to  bed,  and  (8)  Have  a  fire  escape 
piTn  -  REHEARSE  IT! 

Electrical  fires  are  less  apt  to  occur  if  you  follow  these  rules: 

1.  15  ampere  fuses  are  the  safe  size  for  most  household  circuits.  Never 
tanker  with  them;  never  use 'oversize  fuses. 

2.  Don't  plug  too  many  appliances  into  one  outlet, 

3.  Look  for  the  UL  label  on  all  electric  cords  and  appliances  you  buy. 

4.  Don't  let  a  "home  handyman"  tinker  with  electric  cords,  wiring  or 
appliances.  Such  work  should  be  done  only  by  an  electrician, 

5.  D<>n't  string  wires  over  hooks  or  around  nails,  or  run  them  under  rugs,

CHANGING  TIMES 

President  George  Washington  was  paid  an  annual  salary  of  $25,000  while  Vice- 
President  John  Adams  received  $5,000  —  one  fifth  that  of  the  Chief  Executive, 
Salary  increases  have  changed  this  relationship,  after  January  20,  1965,  the  new 
Vice-President's  salary  will  be  more  than  two  fifths  that  of  the  President,  or 
$43,000.  The  present  salary  for  the  President  of  $100,000  has  been  in  effect  since 
1949. 

Starting  from  a  $6  per  diem  rate,  Congress  has  changed  Its  own  compensation 
about  once  a  decade  since  1769  and  in  1855  permanently  changed  to  an  annual  salary. 
A  member  of  the  first  Congress,  with  an  almost  perfect  attendance  record  would  have 
received  about  $1,700  annually.  His  modern  counterpart  will  receive  $30,000  after 
January  3,  1965.
